Mr, Miller has telegrams and let-
ters showing that It was nearly two
months after the contract was signed
before he received avknowledgmoent
from Coudrey of the money pald to
him, Coudrey then pald Inte ihe in-
surance compmny $540 of the §1,500,
acgording to Mr, Miller, retalning 5400
a8 commlssion at $4 a share on 240
shares of stock, for wihleh Mr. Miller
subscribed under the contract,

My, Mliller is general agent for the
 Virginia TFire ahd Magine Insurnnce
Company, of Newport News.. Y. Scott
Ilancock, Rly attorney, hes prepared
an Intervening petitlon for him by
which he seeks to be made one of the
plaintiffs in the recelvership proceed-
Ings now pending agalnst the Gard-

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WOMAN AIDED MEN
10 ESCAPE JAIL

Recaptured Prisoner Tells Sensa-
tional Story of the Way He
Got Liberty.

[Special to The Times-Dispatch)]

Roanoke, Va., July 28—J, M. Hoff-
man, a white: man, twenty-flve years
old, wanted at Christlansburg for
forgery. was arrested here to-nlght
He broke out of the Christiansburg
Jall last September at the zame time
Herr Carl Reemer von Laderbeck, &
German viclinist, who was (onvicted of
horse steallng, made his escape.

Hoffman tells a sensational story of
the jail dalivery, implicating a young
woman of Christlansburg and two men
of Blacksburg: He says the young
woman, who fs well known,
much of the violinist, and her admira-
tlon was reclprocated. According to
Hofiman, the young woman Induced the
two Blacksburg men to saw the hinges
on the door of the cell lm which he
and Von TLaderbeck weare confined.
After the door was opened, Hoffman
says, the men gave Von Laderbeck a
revolver, and the violinist forced Hoff-
man, at the point of the gun, Lo ace-
company him, The escaped prisoners
came to Roanoke, and from liere went
to New York, where Von Laderbeck
opened & musle ool.

Von Laderback s well remambered
In. Roanoke and through this section
of the State. While confined in the
Roanoke jall on a larceny charge he
charmed the Jailer with his vielin and
was made a trusty.

Then he walked
away and stole a horse and buggy bé-
fore reaching Radford, He was con-
victed “of ‘horse steallng and sent to
the Christianshurg. Jail. While there
he gave lessons on the violln to a class
of young people of the town, and went
on Sundaya to the Xplscopal Church,
whera he played the vlolin in the choir,
while a guard occupled a pew near thu
pulpit. The women of the town took
much Interest In the accomplished pris-
oner and kept his cell supplled with
flowers,
